1767-1799 - Timeline of the Anglo-Mysore

The First Ang o- Mysore War (1767-1769) 

was a conflict that took place in India. The 

war was fought between the Sultanate of ۰ 
Mysore and the East India Company. One of 

the causes of the war were the schemes of 

the Nizam of Hyderabad, Asaf Jah Il, who 

attempted to divert the company's 

resources from attempts to gain control of 

the Northern Circars.

The Slave Dynasty (1206-1290) was a dynasty of Sultans in Delhi. The dynasty was founded by Qutb Uddin 
Aibak. Albak was a former slave of the sultan Muhammad of Ghur. When Muhammad was assassinated in 
1206, Albak took control and established power in Lahore. Aibak eventually died in a polo accident in 1210, 


and the crown was passed onto his son-in-law, litutmish. The dynasty lasted till 1290 


The Khilji 1290-1320) was a dynasty of rulers, from Turko-Afghan backgrounds, which ruled the Delhi

Firuz Khilji. 


The Tughlaq dyna 1320-1413) was a dynasty of Muslim rulers in India. They ruled over the Delhi sultanate.

of November, 1877, in Sialkot, British India. 

He was born into a deeply religious Kashmiri 

family, and was the eldest of five siblings. 

۰ His father, Shaikh Nur Muhammad, was a 
successful tailor. 

۰ Following the custom of the time, he was 
married, at the age of fifteen, to Karim Bibi 
who was the daughter of a famous physician. 

۰ Allama Iqbal and Karim Bibi had two children 
together. Their eldest was a daughter, Miraj 
Begum, born in 1895. And their younger child 
was a son, Aftab, born in 1899. They had 
another son but he died soon after birth. The 
couple divorced in 1916, but Iqbal continued 
to provide financial support to her and the 
children for the rest of his life.

Iqbal's health started to deteriorate from 
1933, ever since his return from a trip to Spain 
and Afghanistan.

He passed away in his Lahore residence on the 
21st of April, 1938. 
Iqbal's tomb is located in the space between 
the entrance of the Badshahi Mosque and the 
Lahore Fort. 
Iqbal's contribution as the ideological 
forefather to the vision and conception of 
Pakistan — a homeland for the Muslims of the 
Subcontinent, will always be remembered. His

in Lahore. He continued his professorship for a 
year and then practiced law from then 
onwards. 
He wrote many of his books focusing on 
spirituality and religion while his legal career 
was ongoing. 
His work centered on the spiritual 
development of the individual and society as a 
whole, with influences from both Western as 
well as Eastern ideals, while primarily being 
rounded in Islam.

Literary Work 


Maulana Rumi was the most influential 
personality of Iqbal's life. He considered Rumi 
to be his guide, and he appears in the same 
capacity in many of his poems. 

Other influences on Allama Iqbal include 
Goethe, Friedrich Nietzsche, and Henri 
Bergson. 


Political & Social Career 


Iqbal's first exposure to politics came while he 
was in England during his studies, in 1908. 
Iqbal was elected to the executive committee 
of the British chapter of the All India Muslim 
League (AIML). 

Iqbal drafted the constitution of the AIML 
along with Syed Ameer All and Syed Hassan 
Bilgrami. ۱ 

Iqbal was a supporter of Indian involvement in 
WW1as well as the Khilafat Movement. 

He was a critic of the Indian National Congress. 
In 1919, Iqbal became the General Secretary of 
the Anjuman-e-Himayat-e-Islam, which was a 
collection of Muslim politicians, intellectuals, 
writers, and poets. 

Although a lifelong supporter of the AIML, 
Iqbal, in 1920, was disappointed at the state of 
the League when it was divided into factions - 
Sir Muhammad Shafi's pro-British group, and 
the Jinnah led group. 

Regardless of the above mentioned 
disillusionment with the League, Iqbal’s 
support for Jinnah remained firm throughout 
his political career. He played a vital role in 
convincing Jinnah to come out of his self- 
imposed exile from London and return to India 
to take charge of the Muslim League. 

In 1926, Iqbal contested for a seat in the 
Punjab Legislative Assembly of Lahore, and 
won by a wide margin of 3,177 votes. 

In 1930, Allama Iqbal was elected the 
President of the All India Muslim League. 
During his Presidential Address at the annual 
Meeting of the AIML, held in Allahabad on the 
29th of December, 1930, Iqbal delivered the 
famous ‘Allahabad Address’. In it, Iqbal

سار‎ wes نی‎ organized by Mahatma Gandhi | 
during 1920-1922. The purpose of the Movement 
was to induce the British to grant Self-governa 
(swaraj) to India. It was one of Gandhi's first 
organized acts of large-scale civil disobedience 
(satyagraha). The movement came about as a n 
of the Amritsar massacre of April 1919, when British 
troops killed several hundred Indians. The situa 
was further worsened when the British failed to take 
any adequate action against Gen. Reginald Edward 
Harry Dyer, who had commanded the troops 
involved in the massacre. Gandhi strengthened the 
movement by supporting (on nonviolent terms) the 
contemporaneous Muslim campaign against the 
dismemberment of the Ottoman Empire after WWI. 
The movement was called off by Gandhi after the 
Chauri Chaura incident in February of 1922, ۸:

Delhi Proposal - 1927 } 
The Delhi Proposal was an agreement between the 
Muslim League and Congress.

Silk Letter Movement (Reshmi Rumal Tehreek) - 
1913 to 1920 3 
The movement was started by Mehmood ul Hassan 
also known as Sheikh ul Hind who was an ulema . 
from the Darul Uloom Deoband who started sending 
letters to other Deoband leaders around the world. 
It was a freedom movement — freedom from British 
Colonialism — by the Deobandi leaders who united 
and formed an alliarice. These leaders were spread 
out; from Turkey to Germany to Afghanistan to Iran, 
they were all exchanging letters, and these letters 
Were written on silk cloth which is where the 
movement got its name. 


Hindu Mahasabha - 1915 

The Hindu Mahasabha is a political party in India. 
The organization was formed by Madan Mohan 
Malviya in 1915, the purpose of which is the 
protection of the rights of the Hindu community, 
after the formation of the All-India Muslim League in 
1906 and the British India government's creation of 
separate Muslim electorate under the Morley-Minto 
reforms of 1909, 


The Montagu-Chelmsford Reforms - 1918 

These were reforms introduced in British India with 

the purpose of gradually introducing self-governing 

institutions. The reforms were outlined in the 

Montagu-Chelmsford Report prepared in 1918 and 

formed the basis of the Góvernment of India Act 

1919. They were brought into action in 1921. The 

main features of these reforms were as follows: 

e The Imperial Legislative Council was now to 
consist of two houses- the Central Legislative 
Assembly and the Council of State, 

* The provinces were to follow the Dual 
Government System or Dyarchy. 


Rowlatt Act & Satyagraha - 1919 ۰ 

The controversial Rowlatt Act was passed by the 
British government in February 1919. The act 
effectively gave powers to the police to arrest any 
person without any reason. The aim was to curb the 
growing nationalist sentiment in the Country. As a 
reaction to this unjust act, Gandhi called upon the 


‘people to do ‘Satyagraha’, 


Satyagraha (Coricept & Jinnah’s 
Opinion) 

This concept was introduced into Congress 
Mahatma Gandhi and the followers of this 


theory/ideology are called Satyagrahis, 
influenced the likes of Nelson Manges xd MY 





India. Moreover, after the conference ended, Gandhi 
went back to India to reinitiate his Civil Disobedience 
Movement and as a result was arrested. 

3' Round Table Conference 

November 1932 to Decernber 1932 

This conference was only attended by 46 individuals. 
Congress and the Labor Party were absent. It was a 
short conference and it ended in the proposal of 
these conferences becoming part of the Government 
of India Act 1935. 


Khaksar Movement - 1931 

Date of inception: 1931 

Place of inception: Lahore 

Founder: Allama Inayat-Ullah Mashraqi 

The aim of this movement was to free India from the 
British rule and put in place a Hindu-Muslim 
government. 


Women voting in Subcontinent - 1935 

A report was prepared from the three Round Table 
Conferences, with very limited input from women. 
The report was sent to the Joint Committee of the 
British. Parliament recommending lowering the 
voting age to 21, but retaining property and literacy 
restrictions, as well as basing women's eligibility on 
their marital status. It also provided special quotas 
for women and ethnic groups in provincial 
legislatures. These provisions were incorporated into 
the Government. of India Act 1935. Though it 
extended electoral eligibility, the Act still allowed 
only 2.596 of the women in India to vote. 

The August Offer - 1940 

In this offer, Viceroy Linlithgow promised the , 
expansion of the Executive Council of the Viceroy of 
India to include more Indians, the establishment of 
an advisory war council, giving full weight to 
minority opinion, and the recognition of Indians' 
right to frame their own constitution. In return, it 
was hoped that all parties and communities in India 
would cooperate in Britain's efforts in World War Il. 
It was rejected by the Congress as it basically ` 
assured that no constitutional scheme was 
acceptable to the government without the 
agreement of minorities such as the Muslim League. 
The Muslim League accepted the offer. : 


Cabinet Mission - 1946 

The Cabinet Mission arrived in India to discuss the 
transfer of power from the British.to the local Indian 
leadership with the different parties that existed in 
India at the time. The parties (Congress and Muslim 
League) were given a chance to come towards 
mutual agreement on their demands (this included 
the Second Simla Conference from 5-12 May). 
However, when an agreement could not be reached 
by the parties, the Mission forwarded their own 
proposals in the form of a Statement on the 16!^ of 
May, 1946. 


The 3rd June 1947 Plan (aka the Indian 
Independence Act)

He made it clear that Muslims 
could not co-exist with Hindus in a place where they 
weren't recognized as equals. The Two-Nation 
Theory originated from this address of Allama Iqbal. 
. It was delivered at the 25th session of the All India 
Muslim League on 29th December 1930. 


Round Table Conferences — 1930 to 1932 

Peace conferences with a focus on constitutional 
matters of India, organized by Indian political leaders 
and the British government. 


Agenda: The purpose of these conferences was to 
establish peace in India. After Simon Commission 
and the contents, it contained regarding separate 
electorate and separation of Hindus and Muslims, 
the British started working towards some 
constitutional reforms but could not succeed since 
the Hindus were striving for Swaraj (self-rule) and 
Muslims wanted a separate homeland as well. 
Gandhi had started his civil disobedience movement 
and most Hindus and people from Congress were 
jailed. It was also discussed that India be turned into 
a dominion, but those efforts were in vain as well. 
Key Participants: Bahadur Sapru, B. R. Ambedkar, K.

1963 Sino-Pakistan Agreement- (also known as the 
Sino-Pakistan Frontier Agreement and Sino-Pak 
Boundary Agreement) is a 1963 document between 
the governments of Pakistan and China establishing 
the border between those countries.it wa settled by 
the diplomatic efforts of 2.۸ Bhutto. 


November 1964 - On 26 November 1964, after an 
introduction by Syed Wajid Ali, the first-ever news 
broadcast of Pakistan's history was aired. It was a 
black.and white transmission by PTV. 


January 1965 - Ayub Khan defeated Fatima Jinnah, 
sister of Quaid e Azam Muhammad Ali Jinnah and re- 
elected as president. ۱ 


1966 - The Government of Pakistan awarded Hilal-i- 
Istaglal to three cities, namely; Lahore, Sargodha and 
Sialkot. They were awarded as such for their 
courageous resistance against enemies during the 
Indo-Pakistani War of 1965. Owing to this, on every 
Defence Day (6 September), the flag is hoisted in 
these cities in recognition of the bravery of the 
people of these cities. 


January 1966 - The Tashkent Declaration was signed 
on 10 January 1966. It was a peace agreement — 
between the two countries that resolved the indo- 


he 'Agreement between Military Representatives of 
i dia and Pakistan Regarding the Establishment of a 
Cease-Fire Line in the State of Jammu and Kashmir’. 
It was formulated under the supervision of the Truce 
subcommittee of the UNCIP. 


April, 1950 - The Liaquat-Nehru Pact was signed on 
the 8" of April because of increasing hostilities 
between Pakistan and India right after 

independence. The pact’s aim was to promote peace 
and take care of the rights of minorities in both 
countries. This pact did help in reducing tensions in 
both countries but it didn't last long due to the 
Kashmir issue that ensued shortly after. 


1950 - Pakistan became the third non-communist 
country, and the first Muslim country to formally 
recognize the People's Republic of China. 


October 1951 - Liaquat Ali Khan, who drafted the 
Objectives Resolution assassinated in Rawalpindi. 


1951-1954 - Several prime ministers sacked over 
drafting the constitution and defining the role of 
various institutions for governance. 


October 1953 - The Bogra Formula was proposed by 
Prime Minister Muhammad Ali Bogra on 7 October 
1953 before the Constituent Assembly of Pakistan. 
The Bogra Formula's purpose was to permanently 
abolish the post of Governor-General and to replace 
it with an elected figurehead presidency. 


October 1954 - The first Constituent Assembly of 
Pakistan was dissolved on October 24, 1954, by 
Governor General Malik Ghulam Muhammad. 


May 1954 - In May 1954, Pakistan signed the Mutual 
Defense Assistance Agreement with the United 
States. In the same year it also became a member of 
SEATO along with the United States, Britain, France, 
Thailand, the Philippines, Australia and New Zealand. 


November 1954 - The One Unit Scheme was 
initiated by the then-Prime Minister Muhammad Ali 
Bogra on 22 November 1954. The scheme merged 
the four provinces of West Pakistan into a single 
Province. The Prime Minister Chaudhry Muhammad 
Ali implemented the framework of the One Unit 
Program on 14 October 1955 after Pakistan National 
Assembly passed a bill merging all of West Pakistan 
^to a single province on 30 September 1955. The 
iie of West Pakistan (and the One Unit 
s eme) was dissolved on 1 July 1970 by President,

* Article 370 of the Constitution of India allowed 
the state of occupied Kashmir to operate with 
autonomy - such as having its own 
constitution, its own laws, a separate flag etc. 
It allowed the state to bar Indians from outside 
of Kashmir to purchase property within the 
region. Owing to these reasons, the article 
held special significance for the people of 
Kashmir. ۰ 

۰ The state of occupled Kashmir was dealt a 
severe blow on the 5'* of August, 2019, when 
the Indian government made all the provisions 
of the Indian Constitution applicable to the 
state of Jammu and Kashmir, through a 
Presidential Order, Another order was passed 
on the 6٤8 of August. This second order 
rendered all the clauses of the Article 370 
inoperative, barring clause 1. Also, the ‘Jammu 
and Kashmir Reorganization Act, 2019' was 
passed, which divided the region into two 
union territories on the 31* of October, 2019.

Islamic Provisions 


Qur'an and Sunnah as Sources of Law 


The 1973 Constitution of Pakistan is fundamentally 
Islamic in nature. In it, it has been declared that no 
laws shall be passed in the country which run 
contrary to the Qur'an and Sunnah, and all laws shall 
be made in accordance with them. 


Islamic Institutions 


Two special institutions have been created in the 
country based on Islamic provisions — the Islamic 
Ideology Council, and the Federal Shariat Court.

According to Article 91 of the Constitution of 
Pakistan, “The Prime Minister shall be elected 
by the votes of the majority of the total 
membership of the National Assembly.” 
The Constitution of Pakistan mandates that a 
national census is to be held after every ten 
years. 
Article 6 of the Constitution of Pakistan deals 
with high treason. It states that, “Any person 
who abrogates or subverts or suspends or 
holds in abeyance, or attempts or conspires to 
abrogate or subvert or suspend or hold in 
abeyance, the Constitution by use of force or 
show of force or by any other unconstitutional 
means shall be guilty of high treason.” 
Article 245 deals with the concept of Armed

The Constituent Assembly adopted the 1956 
Constitution on 29 February 1956 
The Constitution of Pakistan 1956 was passed 
on 23 March 1956 and the first time used the 
name “islamic Republic of Pakistan". It was 
red by the second constituent assembly 
headed by Chaudhry Muhamad Ali 
it had 234 articles. 
Under 1956 Constitution, Parliament was 
unicameral. The legislative powers were vested 
in the Parliament, which was composed of the 
President and the National Assembly 
comprising 300 Members, which were divided 
equally between East and West Pakistan. In 
addition, five seats were reserved for women 
from each wing, for a ten-year period. Thus, the 
total membership of the House was 310. 
The minimum age set for the President of 
Pakistan under the 1956 Constitution was forty 
years. In addition, he had to be a Muslim. 
The Constitution of Pakistan 1956 was 
abrogated by Iskander Mirza on 7 October 
1958. 
The 1962 Constitution was implemented on 8 
June 1962 by Gen. Ayub Khan and it had 250 
articles. It was abrogated on 26 March 1969. 
LFO 1970 was issued by Gen Yahya Khan and it 
paved the way for the first direct elections in 
Pakistan 


The 1973 Constitution was unanimously 
by the Assembly in its session on 10th April 
1973 and was authenticated by the President 
on 12th April 1973. 
The 1973 Constitution of Pakistan came into 
force on 14th August 1973. It declared Islam as 
the religion of the state for the first time. 
There are 280 articles in the Constitution of 
Pakistan 1973. 
The Provisional Constitutional Order (1981), 
popularly known as PCO, is an emergency and 
extra-constitutional order that suspends either 
wholly or partially the Constitution of 
Pakistan— the supreme law of land. The PCO 
fulfills and act as the temporary order while the 
Constitution is held in abeyance or suspension. 
In November 1985, the Bth Constitutional 
was adopted by the Parliament. It 

was the largest and most detailed amendment. 
Article 58-2(b) allowed the President to dissolve 
the National Assembly and elected 
governments.

Facts about Radio Pakistan: 

. Radio Pakistan serves is the national public 
broadcaster for radio in the country. It is the 
oldest existing broadcasting network in 
Pakistan. It was established on the 14'^ of 
August, 1947. 

It broadcasts on the channels FM 101 and FM 
93. 

It was originally known as the Pakistan 
Broadcasting Service at the time of its 
inception. 

On the night between August 14 and 15, 1947, 
the first announcement was made from Lahore 
by Mustafa Ali Hamdani, followed by a similar 
announcement in English by Zahoor Azar, who 
went on to become the Director General of 
Radio Pakistan. Abdullah Jan Maghmoom 
made the announcement from Peshawar in 
Pashto.” 

At the time of partition, there were only three 
radio stations in Pakistan; one in Dhaka, one in 
Lahore, and one in Peshawar. 

On December 20, 1972 it was changed to 
Pakistan Broadcasting Corporation (PBC). 
Radio services include Radio Pakistan and the 
television operations (Pakistan Television 
Corporation) include PTV Bolan, PTV Global, 
PTV Home, PTV National, PTV News, PTV 
Sports and PTV World. The PBC also operates 
television services for Azad Jammu & Kashmir 
under AJK TV.

Pakistan 


Following is a list of prominent archaeological sites 
in Pakistan: 


Takht-i-Bahi & Sahr-i-Bahlol: Takht-i-Bahi is the 
site of an ancient Buddhist monastery in 
Mardan, Khyber-Pakhtunkhwa, Pakistan. The 
site is considered among the most important 
relics of Buddhism in all of Gandhara. 
The Shahbazgarhi rock edicts: These are 
fourteen edicts of the Mauryan emperor, 
Asoka (r. c. 272-235 BC) recorded on stone. 

* The edicts are located beside one of the 

- ancient trade routes connecting the Vale of 
Peshawar. 
Mehrgarh: The civilization in Mehrgarh was 
amongst the first in the world to establish 
agriculture. 1t is located approximately 30 
kilometres from Sibi, Balochistan. The remains 
are dated to 7000-9000 years ago. 
Kot Diji: Located about 22 km south of 
Khairpur in the Sindh of province, Pakistan, the 
Kot Dijli site is some 60 km away from 
Mohenjo-daro. It was excavated in 1955. 
Mohenjodaro: The name literally translates to 
Mound of the Death. It is situated 350 miles 
from Karachi, and is one of the most important 
archaeological sites in Pakistan. It was one of 
the largest settlements of the ancient Indus 
Valley Civilization, and one of the world’s 
earliest major urban settlements. The 
civilization existed from 2500 B.C. to about 
1500 B.C. It was declared a UNESCO World 
Heritage Site in 1980. 
Harrappa: Harappa is situated 35 km from 
Sahiwal and around 250 km from Lahore. It 
was here that the remains of the Indus Valley 
Civilization were first discovered. Harappa 
looks to have been populated around in 2000 
to 1700 B.C. : 
Taxila: Taxila is situated at a distance of about 
32 km from Islamabad. The name is translated 
to “City of Cut Stone" in Sanskrit. The’ 
Civilization here is dated back to the Persian 
Empire in the 6th century BC. It was declared a 
UNESCO World Heritage Site in 1980. Taxila 
Can be considered to be amongst the earliest 
Universities to ever exist. ۱

The Gandhara Clvilization: In the 2nd century 

B.C., the land that is now known as Pakistan 

became the birthplace of what came to be 

known as the Gandhara Civilization. Buddhism 
was adopted as the state religion of this 
civilization which flourished and lasted for over 

1000 years till the 10th century A.D. During 

this time period the cities of Taxila, Swat and 

Charsaddah (old Pushkalavati) became three 

important centres of culture, learning, and 

trade for the civilization, Hundreds of 

Monasteries and stupas were built in towns 

such as Sirkap and Sirsukh both in Taxila. It was 

from these centres that a unique art of 
sculpture originated which is known as 

Gandhara Art. This form of art is displayed 

throughout the world, such as the "Fasting 

Buddha" now on display in Lahore Museum. 

Ormuri is a "threatened" language, spoken by 

the people known as the Burki community, 

which mainly resides in Kaniguram, South 

Waziristan in Pakistan, and some parts of 

Afghanistan as well. The language is 

considered threatened/endangered owing to 

the extremely small number of people who 

speak it. It is also known as Buraki, Ormui , 

Ormur, or Bargista .

Facts (Legal System of Pakistan): 


e The Qanun-e-Shahadat (Law of Evidence) 
Order 1984 was made law by President Zia-ul- 
Haq in 1984. It is an important legal document 
as it is the governing document for all laws 
related with evidence in the law courts of 
Pakistan. 

e Article 8 clause (c) of the Punjab Family Courts 
(Amendment) Bill, 2015 deals with the 
dissolution of marriages through Khula. It 
states that "In a suit for dissolution of 
marriage, if reconciliation fails, the Family 
Court shall immediately pass a decree for 
dissolution of marriage and, in case of 
dissolution of marriage through khula, may 
direct the wife to surrender up to fifty percent 
of her deferred dower or up to twenty-five 
percent of her admitted prompt dower to the 
husband."

The High Courts of Pakistan: 


e Sindh High Court: The High Court of Sindh is 
the highest judicial institution in the province 
of Sindh. Established in 1906, the Court is 
situated in the provincial capital at Karachi. 
The Sindh Courts Act (Bom. VII of 1926) was 
passed on the 21* of August 1946, leading to 
the establishment of a ‘Chief Court’ for Sindh.

Climate of Pakistan 


Some information regarding the general climate of 

Pakistan: 

٠ In much of Pakistan, the climate is tropical or 
subtropical, semi-arid or desert, but in the 
north there are also areas near the mountains 
which are quite rainy, a cold mountainous 
area, and a frigid area on the peaks of the 
Himalayas. 

۰ In the cold half of the year, from late autumn 
to early spring, the north is reached by 
weather fronts of Mediterranean origin, which 
cause rainfall in the lowlands and snowfall in 
the mountains. 

. In spring (i.e. March and April), the clash 
between air masses can cause thunderstorms 
and strong winds. 

e In summer, from July to mid-September, the 
country is reached by an offshoot of the Indian 
monsoon. The warmest months are those that 
precede the monsoon, especially June. 


Climatic Zones of Pakistan: Pakistan extends from 
24° N to about 37° N. Its western border lies close to 
62*E, its northeastern border extends to about 740€, 
while Kashmir extends to 80* E. To the north of West 
Pakistan are the mountain ranges of the Pir Panjal, 
the Himalaya and the Karakoram Range. The 
Sulaiman Mountains are in the northwest, while 
Koh-i-Taftan and then lower ranges in continuation 
of the Namak-sar desert beyond them lie to the 
west, between Pakistan and Iran. 


Climatic divisions of Pakistan 

e Highland Climate: This region includes 
northern, north-western and western 
highlands. The winters are long, cold and 
snowy and the summers remain short and 
mild. In mountainous areas rainfall is normally 
associated with altitude. 

۰ Lowland Climate (Semi-arid to arid): This 
region includes the whole of the Indus Plain 
except the coastal areas. Most of the Indus 
Plain lies at the western end of the tropical 
monsoon żone. It has arid and extreme climate 
with hot summers, cool winters and summer 
monsoon rainfall. 

e Coastal Climate: The region includes the 
southern coastal strip comprising of the Indus 
Delta, Karachi and the whole of the Makran 
coast. The climate is dominated by sea breezes

China Pakistan Economic Corridor (CPEC) 


The China Pakistan Economic Corridor (CPEC) starts 
from Kashgar in China and ends at Gwadar, Pakistan. 
It cavers a total length of over 3000 kms. The "Silk 
Road Economic Belt" is in its north and the "21st 
Century Maritime Silk Road" is in its south. The 
project includes the construction of projects related 
to roads, railways, oil and gas, and cable channels. 
The Corridor's plan greatly enhances the 
cooperation between China and Pakistan in many 
fields, such as infrastructure, energy resources, 
agriculture and irrigation, information and 
communications etc. Initial budget planned for CPEC 
was $45-46 Billion, which was later increased to $55 
Billion. Pakistan and China signed a total of 51 MoU 
. for CPEC.

The Lahore Marathon is an annual road 
marathon held in Lahore, Pakistan since 2005. 
The main event is a traditional 42.195 km 
marathon race. Approximately 26,000 people 
participated in the Lahore Marathon in total in 
2007, making it one of the major marathons of 
the world. 

The city of Sialkot has been producing sporting 
goods for more than 100 years. The first 
record of manufacturing of sports goods in 
Sialkot can be traced back to 1883 with the 
products such as cricket bats, hockey sticks, 
polo sticks etc. In 1918, a football was added 
and was supplied to British Army stationed at 
Singapore. Presently the Sports Goods Industry 
of Sialkot is supplying products to almost every 
country of the world, directly or indirectly. The 
products are mostly made for international 
markets and have received worldwide 
recognition. World renowned brands such as : 
Adidas, Nike, Puma etc source large portion of 
their supplies of sports goods from Sialkot. 

At Sialkot, more than 200,000 people are 
directly employed in the Sports goods sector 
exporting sports goods worth USS 450 millions 
annually from around 2,400 companies. Sialkot 
caters more than 70% of total world demand 
for hand-stitched inflatable soccer balls i.e. 
around 40 million balls annually worth US$ 210 
million. During the peak season, which repeats 
after 4 years on the occasion of FIFA World 

Cup, the production of inflatable balls exceeds 
60 million per annum. These balls are

The Pakistan Super League (PS), founded 9 
September 2015, isa T20 cricket league played every 
year during February and March. It initially had five 
teams, but is now contested by six teams 
representing six cities in Pakistan. From 2021, The 
PSL will have an exclusive window in the ICC Future 
Tours Programme. Some prominent details of the 
editions held so far. 


e The first edition was played in 2016, and tt was 
played entirely in the UAE. Islamabad United 
were the champions of this first edition. 

e  Thefinal of the second edition was played in 
Gaddafi Stadium Lahore on 5'^ March 2017. | 
This was the first time a PSL match was played — | 
in Pakistan. Peshawar Zalmi were crowned | 
champions. 

e The finals of the 2018 and 2019 editions were 
played in National Stadium Karachi, won by 
Islamabad United and Quetta Gladiators, 
respectively. 

e The 2020 PSL was the first time that the league 
was played entirely in Pakistan. The final was 
delayed to the Covid-19 pandemic, and wes 
played on 17 November 2020 at the National 
Stadium in Karachi, Pakistan, between 
Karachi Kings and Lahore Qalandars. Karachi 
Kings defeated the Lahore Qalandars by 
wickets to win their maiden PSL title.

A Catholic, he 
was the first non-Muslim cricketer to play for 
Pakistan. He belonged to Karachi's Goan 
community. 
Mohammad Hafeez, a right-handed battling 
all-rounder, is the first Pakistani to score 1000 
runs in ۰ 
Younis Khan has scored the most runs (10,099) 
for Pakistan in Test cricket—the first and only 
player to score over 10,000 runs in the format 
for Pakistan. 
Inzamam ul Haq, with 11,739 runs, is the 
highest scorer for Pakistan in ODIs. 
Wasim Akram with 502 wickets in ODIs and 
414 wickets in Tests, is the highest wicket 
taker for Pakistan in both formats as well as 
overall. 
Cricket diplomacy between India and 
Pakistan: Cricket has been a source of 
diplomacy for the two countries throughout 
their short histories, Former Pakistani 
President General Zia-ul-Haq started it all with 
this "cricket for peace initiative." When he 
went to India to watch a test match between 
the two sides in February 1987. In 2000, Hindu 
extremists dug up a cricket pitch in New Delhi 
to protest against the Pakistan Cricket Team's 
visit. Following the Kargil conflict and at 
various other times, there have also been calls 
to suspend cricketing ties between the two 
countries, In April 2005, Gen Pervez 
Musharraf, the then President of Pakistan 
visited India to watch a cricket match and met 
Man Mohan Singh to revive talks on Kashmir. 
The Sri Lankan cricket team toured Pakistan i 
September and October 2019 to play three 7 
ODIs and three T20!s.The tour originally had 
two Test matches scheduled to take place, but 
these were moved to December 2019. The

1. Formulas of Kashmir 

After partition and the start of the Kashmit issue, 

there have been a total of seven formulas proposed 

to resolve that issue. They are: 

i Status Quo 
Currently Kashmir is divided into two parts, 
one of them is administered by Pakistan and 
the other by India. India proposed that the 
current situation be made permanent i.e., to 
accept the LoC (Line of Control) as an 
internationally accepted border. But Pakistan 
and Kashmiris greatly opposed this idea. 


il. Kashmir joins Pakistan 
Pakistan has time and again proposed this and 
advocated this to be the best solution since 
Kashmir has a Muslim majority. But there are 
Hindus in Jammu and Buddhists in Ladakh who 
have never expressed a desire to join Pakistan 
so because of this discontent, nobody has 
proceeded with this formula. 

iî. Kashmir joins India 
It again brings the same issue to light that the 
Muslim majority of Kashmir would never 
accept this hence, no progress has been made 
on this front either. 


iv. Kashmir becomes independent 
This formula would wholly and solely be 
opposed by both India and Pakistan because 
both countries have claimed territory on 
Kashmir that they do not have any intentions 
of giving up. If Kashmiris were to vote to 
become independent, it would be strongly 
opposed by India and Pakistan. Moreover, 
some Kashmiris have sworn allegiance to 
either country which they do not wish to 
revoke. 

wv. Smaller independent Kashmir 
An area would be carved out that does not 
include Ladakh or the Northern areas occupied 
by Pakistan. It would be an independent state 
and both countries would still have hold over 
some areas of their sides of Kashmir. But this

Marium Mukhtiar was a Pakistani fighter pilot, 
who became the first female Pakistani fighter 
pilot to achieve martyrdom, when her aircraft 
crashed near Kundian, northwestern Punjab, 
on November 24, 2015. 

Rahat Fateh Ali is singer from Pakistan, mostly 
of the Qawwali genre. He is the grandson of 
the world-renowned Pakistani singer Nusrat 
Fateh Ali Khan. In 2014, Rahat became the first 
Pakistani to perform at any Nobel Prize 
concert, when he was invited to the concert at 
2014 Nobel Peace Prize ceremony.

He spent his last vears in Cairo, Egypt, where he 
completed his autobiographv. 

He died on 17 March 1406 in Cairo.

Ibn e Rushd (Averroes): 

Ibn Rushd was born in Cordova, Spain on 14 April 
1126. His familv was known for legal and public 
service. His erandfather. Abdul-Walid Muhammad 
(d. 1126). was the chief iudge of Cordova. 

Spain under the Almoravid dvnastv. Abdul-Wahid 
was considered as a specialist in legal methodology. 
Ibn Rushd's father. Abdul-Qasim Ahmad was in the 
same position until the Almohad got the rule in 
1146. 

Ibn Rushd's got the traditional education beginning 
with studies in hadith. linguistics. iurisorudence and 
scholastic theologv. He got his medical education 
from Abu Jafar ibn Harun. 

Ibn Rushd traveled to Marrakesh and worked for the 
caliph "Abd al-Mu'min, to reform the educational 
svstem. E 

One of the prominent skills that Ibn Rush was gifted 
with. was his abilitv to unite philosophv and religion.

Hajj is of three types: ۱ 
Hajj al-Ifrad - This refers to performing the Hajj 
alone without Umrah. 

Hajj al-Qiran - This refers to the one who performs

The Leadership Process 
Leadership is a process, a complex and dynamic exchange relationship built over time between leader 
follower and between leader and the group of followers who depend on each other to attain a mutual 
desired goal. There are several key components to this “working relationship : the leader, the 

the context (situation), the leadership process per se, and the consequences (outcomes. 

Across time, each component interacts with and influences the other components, and whatever ; 
consequences (such as leader-follower trust) are created influence future interactions. As any one of the ۲

The Context 


Situations make demands on a group and its members, and not all situations are the same. Context refers 
to the situation that surrounds the leader and the followers. Situations are multidimensional. We discuss 
the context asit pertains to leadership in greater detail later in this chapter, but for now let’s look at it in 
terms of the task and task environment that confront the group. Is the task structured or unstructured? 
Are the goals of the group clear or ambiguous? دا‎ there agreement or disagreement about goals? دا‎ there a 
body of knowledge that can guide task performance? Is the task boring? Frustrating? Intrinsically 
satisfying? Is the environment complex or simple, stable or unstable? These factors create different 
contexts within which leadership unfolds, and each factor places a different set of needs and demands on 
the leader and on the followers. > 


The Process 


The process of leadership is separate and distinct from the leader (the person who occupies a central role 

in the group). The process is a complex, interactive, and dynamic working relationship between leader and 
followers. This working relationship, built over time, is directed toward fulfilling the group's maintenance 
and task needs. Part of the process consists of an'exchange relationship between the leader and follower. 
Theleader provides a resource directed toward fulfilling the group's needs, and the group gives 

compliance, recognition, and esteem to the leader. To the extent that leadership is the exercise of 

influence, part of the leadership process is captured by the surrender of power by the followers and the 
exercise of influence over the followers by the leader. Thus, the ieader influences the followers and the 
followers influence the leader, the context influences the leader and the followers, and both leader and 
followers influence the context.

Leadership Behavior and the Uses of Power Suurte 


| Adirective autocrat retains power, makes unilateral decisions, and closely supervises workers’ activities 

| This style of leadership is seen as appropriate when circumstances require quick decisions and 

| organizational members are new, inexperienced, or underqualified. A doctor in charge oí a hastily 

| constructed shelter for victims of a tornado may use this style to command nonmedicai volunteers. 

|  Thepermissive autocrat mixes his or her use of power by retaining decision-making power but permitting 
organizational members to exercise discretion when executing those decisions. This leader behavior is 
recommended when decision-making time is limited, when tasks are routine, or when organizational 
members have sufficient expertise to determine appropriate role behaviors. 

Also sharing power is the directive democrat, who encourages participative decision-making but retains the 
power to direct team members in the execution of their roles. This style is appropriate when foliowers 
have valuable opinions and ideas, but one person needs to coordinate the execution of the ideas. A 
surgeon might allow the entire surgical team to participate in developing a pian for a surgical procedure 
Once surgery begins, however, the surgeon is completely in charge. — . à 
Finally, the permissive democrat shares power with group members, soliciting involvement in both 

decision- making and execution. This style is appropriate when participation has both informational and 
motivational value, when time permits group decision-making, when group members are capable of 
improving decision quality, and when followers are capable of exercising self-management in their 
performance of work. hin in high-i 

The permissive democratic approach to leadership is characteristic of leadership in high-involvement 
Organizations. Here, leaders act as facilitators, process consultants, network builders, conflict managers, 
inspiration lists, coaches, teachers/mentors, and cheerleaders.*° Such is the role of Ralph Stayer, founder, 
owner, and CEO of Johnsonville Foods. He defines himself as his company's philosopher. At Quad/Graphics, 
President Harry V. Quadracci is a permissive democrat because he encourages all Quad employees to play a 
major role in decision-making and execution as they manage their teams as independent profit centers.

self-monitoring as a personality trait refers to the strength of an individual's ability and willingness to 
read verbal and nonverbal cues and to alter one's behavior so as to manage the presentation of the self 
and the Images that others form of the Individual. "High self-monitors” are particularly astute at reading 
social cues and regulating their self-presentation to fit a particular situation, "Low self-monitors" are less 
sensitive to social cues; they may either lack motivation or lack the ability to manage how they come 
across to others. 

Some evidence supports the position that high self-monitors emerge more often as leaders. In addition, 
they appear to exert more Influence on group decisions and Initlate more structure than low self- 
monitors. Perhaps high self-monitors emerge as leaders because In group Interaction they are the 
individuals who attempt to organize the group and provide It with the structure needed to move the 
group toward goal attainment.

The University of Michigan Studies 


At about the same time that the Ohio State studies were underway, researchers at the University of ٦

to identify behavioral elements that differentiated effective from ineffective leaders.

Effective leaders therefore provide rewards that are valued by organizational members. These rewards 
may be pay, recognition, promotions, or any other item that gives members an incentive to work hard to 
achleve goals. Effective leaders also give clear Instructions so that ambiguities about work are reduced and 
followers understand how to do their Jobs effectively. They provide coaching, guidance, and training so 
- that followers can perform the task expected of them. They also remove barriers to task accomplishment, 
correcting shortages of materials, Inoperative machinery, or interfering policies. 


An Appropriate Match ۱ 
According to the path-goal theory, the challenge facing leaders is basically twofold. First, they must analyze 
situations and identify the most appropriate leadership style. For example, experienced employees who 

- work on a highly structured assembly line don't need a leader to spend much time telling them how to do 

their jobs—they already know this. The leader of an archeological expedition, though, may need to spend a 

great deal of time telling inexperienced laborers how to excavate and care for the relics they uncover.

S شوپ سای‎ 
followers differ considerably in their focus of attention while at work, thereby affecting the effectiveness of 
the act of leadership. Focus of attention is an employee's cognitive orientation while at work. It reflects 
what and how strongly an individual thinks about various objects, events, or phenomena while physically 
present at work. Focus of attention reflects an individual difference in that not all individuals have the 
same cognitive orientation while at work—some think a great deal about their job, their coworkers, their 
leader, or off-the-job factors, while others daydream.?? An employee's focus of attention has both 
“trait” and "state" qualities. For example, there is a significant amount of minute-by-minute variation in 
anemployee's focus of attention (the "state" component), and there is reasonable consistency in the 
categories of events that employees think about while they are at work (the "trait" component). 
Research suggests that the more followers focus on off-job (nonleaded) factors, the less they will react to 
the leader's behaviors. Thus, a strong focus on one's life “away from work" (for example, time with family 
andfriends) tends to neutralize the motivational, attitudinal, and/or behavioraleffects associated with 
' any particular leader behavior. It has also been observed, however, that a strong focus on the leader,

The Transformational and Visionary Leader : 

Leaders who subscribe to the notion that "ifit ain't broke, don't fix it" are often described as 
transactional leaders. They are extremely task orlented and instrumental In thelr approach, frequently 
looking for incentives that will induce their followers Into a desired course of action. These reciprocal 
exchanges take place in the context of a mutually interdependent relationship between the leader and 
the follower, frequently résulting in interpersonal bonding. The transactional leader moves a group 
toward task accomplishment by initiating structure and by offering-an Incentive in exchange for desired 
behaviors. The transformational leader, on the other hand, moves and changes (fixes) things "in a big 
way”! Unlike transactional leaders, they don't cause change by offering inducements. Instead, they 
others to action through their personal values, vision, passion, and belief in and commitment to the 
mission.

What is Teaching ? 0 
Teaching is a simple term, it referred as a etier an 
occupation or profession of a group of peoples know! 
as teacher or an activity or activities to help 2 
individual to learn or acquire some knowledge, skills, 
attitudes or interests. However, the meaning ۲ 
concept is not so simple. 
In simple words, Teaching is a system of actions 
intends to produce learning. . 
Above all a good or effective teaching must 
accomplished the following objectives: 
> it should tell whether teaching is a process 
or product. 
> It should clearly indicate its constitutional 
elements or factors. 
>  Itshould reveal its objectives. 
> It should say about its organizational or 
structural aspects. 
Standards of Teaching 
The standards of teaching rest on a fundamental 
philosophical foundation comprised of five core 
propositions: 
> Teachers are committed to students and 
theirlearning 
> Teachers know the subjects they teach and 
have the necessary pedagogical knowledge. 
> Teachers are responsible for managing and 
monitoring student learning. 
> Teachers think systematically about their 
practice and learn from experience. 
> Teachers are members 
communities . 
What is effective teaching? 
Effective teaching is the teaching that successfully 


achieves the learning objectives by the pupils 5 . 


identified by the teacher. The most effective teaching 
is that which results iñ tne most effective learning. In 
addition, the !earning is a process not the product, it 
involves all those experiences and training through 
teaching of an individual, which helps to change the 
behavior and prepare to take necessary adjustment 
and adaptation in change situation. There are 
essentially two simple elements to effectíve teaching: 
The teacher must have a clear idea of what 
learning is to be nurtured 
> The teacher sets up and provides a learning 
experience that enables this to happen. 


The root of effective teaching of a successful teacher is 
evolved in the following tenets: 

1. Pupils learn best in a positive and nurturing 
environment established by teachers who 
believe that every pupil is capable of 
learning. 

2. All pupils have areas of strengths and 
interests that can be useful in advancin 
pupil learning. Effective teachers establish 


an instructional environment that will draw: 


> on these strengths. 
3. Teachers take into account the whole pupil; 
in other words, they attend to the Cognitive, 
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security schemes. The child must receive à 
training which will enable it, at the right time 
to earn his lively hood and must be 
protected against any exploitation 


Grasp over the method 

hera are different methods of the teaching. Each 
method links the teacher and the learning of the 
student so the teacher has to adopt the method with 
a full understanding of it. A good teacher always keep 


himself in the touch of the latest methods and 
techniques, 


Master of the subject Matter 

A teacher should be master of his subject. He should 
be almost have all the knowledge of the subject. If a 
teacher is not master of his subject he will not receive 
good prestige. The teacher who is not in touch with the 
latest developments in his subject will fail to deliver 
complete knowledge to his students. 


Daily Preparation 

A good teacher need a good planning. He should . 
carefully and systematically arrange his subject matter 
according to the need of the children's. A well 
prepared lesson will help the child to learn more and 
easily. So the teacher should prepare his daily lecture. 
Confidence is also increased with this. 


‘Democratic Attitude 


A teacher should adopt a democratic attitude. He 
should allow all the student to participate and ask 
questions. He should not give an undue favor to any of . 
the student. It will develop the confidence of the

How a Teacher Should Proceed? 

A teacher has before him content material and 
learning. experiences related to that subject in a 
particular class. In this way, his success in his teaching 
task depends upon the extent to which he Is successful 
in realization of the teaching instructional objectives. 
He can go on smoothly in his teaching task only if he 
follows suitable method, devices, techniques and aid 
materials etc. for providing the fruits of his teaching to 
his students. - 


A teacher may proceed for analyzing the contents of 
the syllabus of his subject as well asthe contents of the 
topic to be taught in the classroom: 
> The contents of the subject should be got 
analyzed properly into major and minor 
sections/units/concepts etc and sequenced 
as well as organized as methodically as 
possible. 


» Only a desirable amount of the content 
material to be covered properly in the 
scheduled subject period should be taken 


into hand at a time in the shape of a topic to . 


be taught by the teacher for his scheduled 
classroom. 

> The topic in the hand should also be 
analyzed properly in the form of major and 
minor concepts/single concepts etc. 

>  Theteacher should now clearly lay down the 
teaching or instructional objectives related 
to the topic in hand by writing them into the 
specific behavioral terms. 2

Goals vs Objectives 


Goals tend to be more general than objectives. You 
might talk about the overall goals of a unit or a course. 
But pedagogical goals describe what the student will 
be capable of doing after the lesson, not the activities 
that the student will perform during the lesson. 
Sometimes people talk about vague or highly general 
goals; those are not the kinds of goals we are talking 
about here.

The focus conce 
boks at a subject or a student and centers instruction en them. The approach component is a traditional 5 
modern method.and looks at the type of instruction will that will be used. In the content component, a slant 
towards a topic based or content based is used, asking how units or strands will be written. The process structure 
looks at assessment - formative or accumulative. Finally, structure components focus on the system of review, 
determining how the curriculum will come up for revision. 


Product and Process Models 

Curriculum models can be broken down into two very broad models, the product model and the process model. 

* "Product - You may see this in portions of your curriculum. This model is focused on results, like grades or 
reaching an objective. The majority of the weight is focused on the finished product than what is happening 
in the learning process. ۱ 

۰ Process - Conversely, this process model focuses on how things happen in the learning and is more open- 
ended. Curriculum focusing on the process model emphasizes how students are learning, what their 
thinking is and how it will impact future learning.
